Recently the editor of OUR SUNDAY VISITOR advo- 
cated recourse to prayer directed to the Heavenly Father in 
behalf of the temporal good of His children here on earth. 

. Simultaneously with this suggestion there appeared an 
‘appeal in Germany for prayer in behalf of the “coming of 
our Savior’s Eucharistic Kingdom” as one means of interest- 
ing Heaven in the bread question of the world. 

On the same theory that our Savior promises to help 
us in a temporal! way if we show ourselves interested first in 
_ His Kingdom, it was represented that people could expect to 
have their materia! bread supplied if they show their great 
‘@@gerness to nourish their souls with the spiritual bread of 
the Holy Eucharist. This campaign of prayer for furtherance 
of the Eucharistic Kingdom was not intended, however, 
merely to achieve the tempora! end mentioned; it was rather 
hoped that faith and morals might be improved and justice 
and charity more widely practiced. In Germany as elsewhere 
there has been a decline in these things. 

The German appeal reminded our Savior of all that He 
had already done for the human race, how He had assumed 
human nature, endured privations, labored, was persecuted, 
and finally offered Himself as a victim for mankind’s salva- 
tion. It reminded Him that He had instituted the Holy Euch- 
arist to remain with us and that He Himself invites al] “who 
are burdened and heavily ladened” to come to Him with their 
troubles and difficulties. Taking our Divine Lord at His word, 
it is urged that people come to Him sacrificing Himself anew 
on our altar, come to Him to receive Him into their hearts, 
and hope, in return, that He will see that “the other things” 
needed by them even for their temporal existence wil! be 
granted. 


INDIVIDUAL RESPONSIBILITY 

It is often said that there is no Catholic, however ob- 
seure, who does not represent the Church to someone out- 
side of it who knows but few Catholics, and judges the 
entire Church by the habits and actions of his limited 
number of Catholic acquaintances. It also cannot be too deep- 
ly impressed upon Catholics that their religion is not merely 
a body of truths to be believed, but.is also a life to be lived. 

A Catholic should be distinguished by something more 
than the fact that he goes to a different place of w orship on 
Sundays. “So let your light shine before men that they 
may see your good works, and glorify your Father Who is 
in Heaven.” There are many who do not apply this counsel 
of Christ to themselves. They aim at saving their souls 
but at no more than that, and they do not wish to do any- 
thing more than is barely necessary for salvation. They 
are Catholics but not enthusiastic ones. They may succeed 
in saving their souls, but they are certainly not likely to 
help in saving others. 

What is there to condemn in the attitude of mind of 
such as these? They merit the same condemnation that we 
give to the selfish person: they live for themselves. not 
thinking of others, not understanding the Christian ideal. 
No one who fully understands his religion, who realizes 
what a great privilege it is to belong to the Catholic Church, 
can be contented with doing merely the minimum for saving 
his soul. He wil! want to spread that understanding to 
others who are not so fortunate as he. He wil] by his good 
example assume his individual responsibility as a Catholic 
to lead a life that will evidence the teachings of the Church, 
and which wil! give to the non-Catholic the correct impres- 
sion of the Church. He will, then. by his good example, help 
others to sa\ souls,

Church 100 Years Old 


ST. LOUIS, Mo.—Standing self-ef- 
facingly back from the street, hemmed 
in by commercial structures, its exter- 
ior weather-worn and its stones of a 
‘dingy grayness, is the Old St. Louis 
Cathedral, between Second and Third 
streets on Walnut street, near the 
Mississippi River.
